ARTICLE  XII. 

Planning  Board. 

Sect.  i.  A  board  of  five  members  is  hereby  created  and 
established  to  be  known  as  the  Planning  Board.  At  the  annual 
town  meeting  to  be  held  in  the  month  of  March,  1924,  there  shall 
be  elected  one  member  to  serve  for  one  year,  two  members  to 
serve  for  two  years  and  two  members  to  serve  for  three  years, 
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and  thereafter  there  shall  be  elected  at  the  annual  town  meeting 
in  each  year  one  or  two  members  of  such  Board,  equivalent  to 
the  number  whose  terms  of  office  expire  in  such  year,  to  serve 
for  the  term  of  three  years. 

Sect.  2.  Vacancies  occurring  in  such  board  shall  be  filled 
in  the  manner  provided  by  law. 

Sect.  3.  The  duties  of  the  Planning  Board  shall  be  such  as 
are  stated  in  Chapter  41,  Sections  70  to  72,  inclusive,  of  the 
General  Laws  of  the  Commonwealth,  and  further  to  consider 
and  advise  upon  municipal  improvements  either  at  the  request  of 
other  officials  of  the  town  or  upon  its  own  initiative.  The 
Board  shall  meet  at  regular  intervals.  It  may  also  hold  public 
meetings.  It  may  make  investigations  and  studies  relative  to 
new  streets  and  park  developments.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of 
town  officials  and  departments  to  exhibit  public  books,  accounts 
and  records  in  their  custody  at  all  reasonable  times  on  request 
of  the  Planning  Board.  Said  Board  may  incur  expenses  neces- 
sary to  the  carrying  on  of  its  work  within  the  amount  of  its 
annual  appropriations. 

Sec.  4.  The  Planning  Board  shall  make  a  report  to  the  town 
annually,  giving  information  regarding  the  conditions  of  the 
town  and  any  plans  or  proposals  for  the  development  of  the 
town  and  estimates  of  the  cost  thereof.  Such  report  shall  be 
sent  to  the  Selectmen  not  later  than  such  time  in  January  in  each 
year  as  the  Selectmen  may  prescribe  or  as  may  be  prescribed  by 
law  in  force  relative  to  reports,  and  a  copy  thereof  shall  be  filed 
with  the  Massachusetts  Department  of  Public  Welfare. 

And  you  are  hereby  directed  to  serve  this  warrant  by  posting 
attested  copies  at  the  usual  places  seven  days  at  least  before  the 
time  of  holding  said  meeting,  and  to  distribute  copies  as  provid- 
ed by  the  By-Laws  at  least  four  days  before.

To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  instruct  the  Select- 
men to  locate  incandescent  lights  in  the  following  places,  and 
make  an  appropriation  therefor,  viz  :  One  on  corner  of  Foss 
avenue  and  Lincoln  avenue,  one  on  Prospect  avenue,  one  on 
Main  street,  between  the  residence  of  Louis  E.  Waitt  and 
Charles  C.  Habblitz  ;  one  at  the  corner  of  Springdale  avenue, 
and  Sylvan  street;  one  at  the  corner  of  Oak  wood  avenue,  and 
Valley  street ;  one  at  the  corner  of  Churchill  street  and  Hone 
avenue  ;  one  at  the  corner  of  Johnson  road  and  Montgomery

In  the  event  that  more  than  one  proposition  under  an 
article  shall  receive  more  than  a  majority  in  the  affirmative,  the 
motion  receiving  the  larger  number  of  votes  shall  be  deemed  to 
have  been  adopted.  The  arrangement  of  motions  upon  the 
ballot  shall  be  determined  by  the  Moderator;"  or  to  see  what 
action  the  town  will  take  in  the  matter,  agreeable  to  the  petition 
of  C.  F.  Nelson  Pratt  and  others. 

Art.  39.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  acquire  land  on

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Report  of  the  Board  of  Selectmen 


lo  the  Citizens  of  the  7 own  ofSaugus: 

We  desire  to  thank  all  the  departments  of  the  town  for  their 
co-operation  during  the  past  year,  all  of  the  departments  having 
been  maintained  without  incurring  obligations  beyond  their 
appropriations. 

Meetings  of  the  Board  have  been  open  to  the  public,  recogniz- 
ing it  to  be  its  right  to  be  actively  interested  in  its  administration. 
Records  have  been  kept  by  department  heads  in  a  more  effi- 
cient manner  and  this,  with  careful  checking,  and  submission  of 
frequent  reports,  in  a  measure,  eliminated  necessity  for  special 
Town  Meeting  to  appropriate  money  for  conduct  of  business  of 
various  departments.  The  tax  rate  was  slightly  reduced  and  by 
close  adherence  to  business  methods  and  efficiency  in  depart- 
ment, should  be  materially  decreased  in  1925. 

An  unusually    large  number    of  dwelling   houses  have    been 
built  during  the  past  year.     With    our  increased  valuation,  our 
tax  rate  should  be  reduced  if  appropriations  are  carefully  made. 
Aid    by    the  State    Highway    Commission    in    reparation    of 
damage  to  certain  streets  was  rendered. 

Assistance  given  on  the  part  of  the  Eastern  Mass.  Street  Ry., 
in  improved  drainage  of  streets  previously  neglected  and 
damaged  thru  car  tracks  on  surface  of  streets  being  too  highly 
elevated. 

Improved  railroad  crossing  on  Essex  street  thru  B.  &  M.  R. 
R.  co-operation  and  also  culvert  under  railroad,  near  School 
street  taken  care  of,  thereby  relieving  abutters  from  water 
damages. 

Conference  with  various  Public  Utility  Corporations,  which 
brought  forth  beneficial  results. 

Increased  efficiency  in  departments  by  co-operation  and  active 
supervision. 

We  believe  that  the  various  departments  of  the  town  are  well 
organized  and  have  been  conducted  efficiently  and  as  economi- 
cally as  is  consistent  with  proper  results. 
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A  substantial  distance  of  permanent  highway  construction  has 
been  completed.  Much  needed  equipment  has  been  added  to  the 
Public  Works  Department.  The  town  is  fortunate  in  securing 
the  services  of  William  J.  Lumbert  as  superintendent  of  Public 
Works,  a  thoroughly  competent  man,  for  one  of  the  most 
important  positions  in  our  municipal  government. 

Street  snow  removal  was  undertaken  as  a  measure  of  economy, 
in  protection  to  street  surfaces  and  facilitating  more  efficiency  in 
operation  of  fire  apparatus,  also  insuring  quicker  and  easier 
motor  transportation. 

Competitive  bidding  in  the  purchase  of  material,  equipment 
and  apparatus,  for  various  departments  was  established.  This 
assured  contractors  of  no  favoritism,  but  a  square  deal  and  made 
for  economy,  thru  sealed  bids,  bringing  lower  prices. 

Check  of  materials  purchased,  thru  weighing  or  otherwise, 
as  a  guarantee  that  town  received  that  which  it  paid  for. 

Increases  for  precinct  officers  to  provide  more  substantial 
remuneration. 

Awarding  insurance  on  apparatus  and  buildings  with  a  degree 
of  equity  to  various  citizen  insurance  brokers. 

Increased  amount  of  insurance  on  town  buildings,  as  a 
measure  calculated  to  better  protect  town  and  to  provide  a  more 
correct  valuation. 

Our  fire  losses  have  been  small.  The  health  of  our  citizens  is 
better  than  in  normal  years. 

The  year  1924  has  been  an  epoch  making  one  for  the  town  in 
many  respects  and  will  be  remembered  as  one  of  continued  prog- 
ress and  prosperity. 

We  wish  to  submit  the  following  recommendations  : 

1.  Sidewalk  appropriation  of  $5,000.00  as  a  necessary 
requirement,  greatly  needed  and  long  neglected. 

2.  Installation  of  White  Way  Lamps  in  the  three  principal 
squares,  as  a  needed  improvement  toward  better  lighting  facili- 
ties and  favorable  advertising  for  the  community. 

3.  Adequate  permanent  highway  appropriation,  to  provide 
for  more  rapid  completion  of  truck  lines,  in  order  to  relieve 
annual  waste  in  temporary  resurfacing. 

4.  State  and  County  Aid  on  Walnut  and  Water  streets  and 
Lincoln  avenue. 

5.  Interior  repairs  to  Town  Hall. 

6.  New  lighting  and  water  contracts,  to  provide  more  favor- 
able rates  for  town. 
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7.  Utilization  of  road  building  materials  on  land  on  which 
town  holds  tax  titles. 

8.  Municipal  stone  crusher  as  measure  of    economy  and  a 
means  to  get  stone  without  long  intervals  of  delay. 

9.  Sealed  bids  in  the  purchase  of  all  materials,  equipment 
and  apparatus,  exceeding  $50.00  in  cost. 

10.  Selectmen  not  to  serve  as  Fire  Engineers. 

n.      Sufficient  force  of  call    firemen  to  increase  efficiency  of 
Fire  Department. 

12.  Permanent  working  plumber  for  work  on  town  build- 
ings. 

13.  Stricter  enforcement  of  laws,  particularly  those  pertain- 
ing to  violation  of  liquor  enforcement  legislation.

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Planning  Board  Report 


To  the  Board  oj  Selectmen,  Saugus,  Massachusetts: 

Gentlemen, —  Article  12  of  the  Town  By-Laws,  adopted  by 
vote  of  the  Special  Town  Meeting  held  January  7,  1924,  created 
a  Planning  Board.  The  same  was  duly  elected  March  3,  1924, 
and  the  Board  hereby  submits  its  report  for  the  period  ending 
December  31,   1924. 

The  Board  was  organized  March  4,  1924,  by  the  election  of 
Mr.  George  II.  Mason,  as  Chairman,  and  Mr.  H.  Dwight 
Bisbee,  as  Secretary. 

Regular  Meetings  have  been  held  on  the  first  and  third  Tues- 
days of  each  month,  and  special  meetings  were  attended  as 
follows ; 

Melrose,  Mass.  April  10,  1924 

Worchester,  Mass.  October  6,  1924 

State  House,  Boston,  Mass.  October  23,  1924 

(Rapid  Transit  Hearing) 

Sewage 

By  vote,  the  Annual  Town  Meeting  of  March,  1924,  referred 
the  article  in  the  warrant  on  Sewage  to  the  newly  formed  Plan- 
ning Board,  without  appropriation. 

The  Board  has  considered  this  matter,  and  we  find  that  while 
Saugus  has  good  natural  drainage,  sections  of  the  town  are 
becoming  so  populated  and  congested,  that  in  the  interest  of 
public  health,  it  is  apparent  that  steps  should  be  taken  to  pro- 
vide a  sewage  system  in  such  localities,  at  the  earliest  possible 
time.  Each  year  the  initial  steps  are  delayed  there  is  a  con- 
tinued menace  to  the  public  health,  as  the  cesspools  in  these 
congested  localties  have  permeated  the  surrounding  ground  to 
such  an  extent  that  the  ground  is  spongy,  and  in  some  cases 
liquid  runs  off,  to  the  annoyance  of  the  public.  Inasmuch  as 
the  town  each  year  is  providing  for  permanent  road  construction, 
it  appears  that  the  roads  we  are  now  laying  down  will  have  to  be 
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torn  up  to  allow  for  the  laying  of   sewers,  thus  putting  the  town 
to  greater  expense  by  reason  of  such  delay. 

The  Board  has  studied  the  sewage  question  in  three  ways  : 

1.  To  ask  permission  to  enter  the  Metropolitan  Sewer 
System. 

2.  To  ask  permission  to  join  the  City  of  Lynn  system,  as  a 
part  of  the  development  it  is  now  planning 

3.  To  build. a  complete  plant  of  our  own  either  with  filter 
beds  or  our  own  outfall  sewer. 

The  last  mentioned  plan  has  not  appealed  to  this  Board,  as 
being  too  expensive  a  project. 

The  first  two  plans  may  be  feasible,  or  a  combination  of -them 
may  be  advisable. 

However,  with  regard  to  plans  i  and  2,  and  especially  in 
regard  to  plan  i,  we  learned  that  the  Metropolitan  Sewage  Com- 
mission would  not  consider  such  a  proposition  without  an 
outlined  plan  or  survey  of  the  town  before  it. 

The  Board  finds  it  is  impossible  to  act  further  on  this  matter 
until  such  time  as  a  proper  preliminary  survey  of  the  town  is 
made  and  a  plan  of  a  suitable  nature  is  provided. 

Although  it  was  suggested  at  the  last  Annual  Town  Meeting 
that  this  Board  could  have  the  services  of  the  then  proposed 
Town  Engineer  to  make  the  pecessary  survey  and  plan,  we 
found  upon  consulting  him  that  his  department  could  not 
possibly  undertake  this  matter. 

Advice  was  also  sought  from  certain  engineering  concerns 
and  the  appropriate  cost  of  such  a  survey  and  preliminary  plan 
was  obtained.  In  this  connection,  the  Boaad  expects  to  be  in  a 
position  to  give  to  the  town  at  the  Annual  Town  Meeting  a 
definite  proposition  on  which  to  act. 

Sidewalks 

The  Board  has  given  considerable  attention  to  the  matter  of 
sidewalks.  Much  of  the  walks,  even  on  our  principal  streets 
(Lincoln  avenue,  Essex  street,  Central  street  and  Main 
street),  except  in  the  centers,  are  of  gravel  of  a  poor  quality. 
After  a  rain  storm,  and  in  the  winter  and  spring,  these  walks 
are  only  mud,  slush  and  puddles  of  water,  in  which  the  pedes- 
trian sinks  to  a  more  or  less  degree  at  every  step. 

This  Board  recommended  to  the  Selectmen  that  certion  sec- 
tions of  cinder  sidewalk  to  be  laid  this  year,  the  construction  to 
be  substantially,  as  follows  :     Dig  out  about  six  to  eight  inches 
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and  fill  in  with  cinders,  laying  also  concrete  curbing,  if  possible. 
The  Selectmen  advised  that  they  had  no  funds  available.  This 
type  of  construction  is  permanent  and  dry,  and  even  if  concrete 
walks  are  laid  in  the  future,  it  provides  a  base  for  the  same. 
The  Board  recommends  that  a  policy  of  a  sidewalk  improve- 
ment, as  outlined  above,  be  followed,  and  expects  to  bring 
before  the  town  at  the  Annual  Meeting  a  definite  plan  for  side- 
walk improvement. 

Roads 

This  Board  also  has  given  thought  to  the  matter  of  road  con- 
struction. The  Board  has  recommended  that  the  appropriations 
for  permanent  road  work  on  important  streets  should  be  first 
spent  for  laying  curbing  at  proper  grades. 

Large  appropriations  have  been  made  for  permanent  roads  by 
the  town  each  year,  and  undoubtedly  will  be  asked  for  in  the 
future.  What  "permanent"  construction  really  means  is  an 
open  question.  This  year  $12,000.00  was  spent  to  lay  six 
inch  "penetrative"  surface  on  Lincoln  avenue.  This  road 
begins  at  the  Revere  line  and  extends  to  Cliftondale  square.  No 
curbs  are  provided.  In  the  opinion  of  this  Board,  it  will  be 
economy,  in  the  long  run,  to  first  lay  curbing  at  proper  grades. 
Curbing  would  keep  the  road  from  spreading,  and  help  drain 
off  the  surface  water.  Even  if  the  town  merely  resurfaced  the 
streets,  for  a  few  years  to  come,  yearly,  the  mere  fact  that  the 
road  is  held  together  by  good  curbs  will  make  for  a  more  last- 
ing road  than  construction  that  is  laid  as  this  year's  has  been, 
with  no  support  at  the  sides  to  hold  it  together.  At  the  same 
time,  the  curb  would  define  where  the  road  ends  and  the  side- 
walk begins,  and  would  help  the  sidewalk  situation.  Further- 
more, it  must  be  kept  in  mind  that  certain  congested  sections  of 
the  town  must  be  sewered  in  the  near  future,  for  public  health 
reasons,  and  if  the  town  can  make  the  present  streets  last,  with 
yearly  repairs  and  supporting  curbs,  until  such  sewers  are  laid, 
it  will  not  be  under  the  necessity  of  tearing  up  expensive  "per- 
manent" roads.  These  curbs  would  be  permanent,  and  once 
set  will  serve  the  town  well  for  many  years  to  come.  We 
believe  the  Town  Engineer  substantially  agrees  with  this  policy. 

Transportation 

There  is  no  official  information  available  on  the  subject  of  the 
the  electrification  of    the  Saugus  Branch  of  the  B.  &  M.  R.  R#

at  present,  and  will  not  be  until  the  Metropolitan  Planning 
Board  issues  its  report  to  the  General  Court,  which  is  ordered 
for  January,  1925,  by  the  Act  of  the  Legislature. 

Our  Board  has  followed  the  subject  closely.  It  was  repre- 
sented at  the  informal  hearing  held  at  the  State  House,  October 
23,  1924. 

However,  all  unofficial  and  informal  information  obtained  to 
date  seems  to  establish  the  fact  that  large  expenditures  of  money 
would  be  involved  under  any  plan.  These  expenditures, 
together  with  the  interest  thereon,  must  eventually  be  repaid  by 
the  communities  served. 

After  the  Commission  issues  its  report,  the  official  hearings 
on  this  matter  will  be  held.  The  Board  will  be  represented  on 
these  hearings. 

Playground 

There  is  a  definite  need  for  playrooms  in  this  town. 

This  Board,  upon  considering  the  matter,  has  learned  that 
there  are  two  projects  to  furnish  suitable  playgrounds  being 
worked  out,  both  of  which  are  fostered,  temporarily,  by  private 
interests. 

Land  suitable  for  this  important  purpose  is  rapidly  being 
built  upon.  While  the  Board,  at  this  time,  offers  no  particular 
recommendations,  it  is  our  opinion  that  if  the  town  can  acquire 
suitable  playground  sites,  at  a  reasonable  cost,  it  should  do  so. 

School  House  Sites 

On  the  matter  of  school  house  sites,  this  Board  recommends 
that  as  this  is  a  matter  of  vital  importance  to  the  town,  and  as 
available,  land  is  rapidly  being  used  for  other  purposes,  a  policy 
of  acquiring  unoccupied  land  adjacent  to  existing  school  houses, 
in  the  more  thickly  settled  parts  of  the  town,  be  put  into  effect 
immediately. 

Other  matters,  especially  zoning,  are  being  considered  and 
will  be  reported  on  at  the  proper  times.

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Report  of  Finance  Committee 


Saugus,  Mass.,  January  i,  1925. 
To  the  Citizens  of  the  Town  of  Saugus : 

The  Town  By-Laws  require  the  appointment  of  a  Finance 
Committee  consisting  of  seven  members  to  investigate  all 
requests  for  appropriations  and  to  recommend  to  the  Town 
Meeting  such  amounts  as  in  their  judgment  are  necessary  to 
meet  the  expenses  of  the  Town  Government.  Ernest  consider- 
ation is  given  to  the  real  needs  of  each  department  and  also  to 
the  probable  tax  rate. 

The  Finance  Committee  is  made  up  of  citizens  representing 
each  Precinct  of  the  town  and  the  present  members  have  served 
on  the  Committee  for  periods  ranging  from  three  to  seven  years. 
All  of  the  members,  with  the  exception  of  the  Secretary,  serve 
without  compensation. 

During  the  past  year  the  Finance  Committee  has  held  22 
meetings.  Its  recommendations  concerning  the  appropriations 
asked  for  in  the  two  warrants  were  printed  and  distributed  to 
the  voters  previous  to  the  Town  Meetings. 

The  Finance  Committee  is  also  in  charge  of  the  Reserve  Fund 
and  Transfers  have  been  made  to  many  departments  which  were 
obliged  to  incur  unforseen  expenses  in  excess  of  their  annual 
appropriations.  The  Committee  has  been  liberal  in  its  inter- 
pretation of  the  meaning  of  "unforeseen  expenditures.,, 


Board  of  Assessors 

The  Assessors'  Department  is  the  main  income  producing 
department  of  our  Town  Government.  Equitable  taxation 
depends  upon  the  just  valuation  of  property.  In  the  judgment 
of  the  Finance  Committee  the  matter  of  placing  equitable  assess- 
ments should  receive  the  careful  and  constant  attention  of  the 
Assessors. 
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Bonded  Indebtedness 

The  bonded  indebtedness  of  the  town  is  decreasing  at  the  rate 
of  $22,000  a  year.  The  Finance  Committee  knows  of  no 
public  necessity  facing  us  requiring  a  bond  issue  in  1925. 

Water 

The  desire  for  water  service  is  the  cause  for  many  special 
articles  in  the  warrant,  and  also  the  cause  of  much  expense  to 
the  town.  The  Finance  Committee  believes  there  should  be  a 
limit  to  the  amount  expended  for  water  service  on  any  street, 
and  if  the  cost  is  to  be  beyond  a  fixed  sum,  per  taker,  the  ser- 
vice should  not  be  extended.  Furthermore,  each  new  taker 
should  be  obliged  to  sign  a  bond  agreeing  to  pay  a  specified 
percentage  of  the  cost,  each  year,  for  a  definite  period  of  years. 

rieters 

As  there  are  a  number  of  services  unmetered  the  Finance 
Committee  believes  as  many  meters  should  be  installed  each 
year  as  the  Water  Department  can  care  for,  and  that  all  services 
in  town  be  metered  at  the  earliest  possible  date.  The  town  buys 
water  by  meter  and  should  sell  it  by  meter.  With  this  object  in 
view  the  Finance  Committee  is  including  in  the  Budget  of  the 
Water  Department  for  1925  a  substantial  appropriation  for 
this  purpose. 

Land  Developers 

No  time  should  be  lost  in  establishing  a  policy  in  relation  to 
the  development  of  unoccupied  land.  The  population  of 
Saugus  will  undoubtedly  increase  rapidly  within  the  next  few 
years.  The  Finance  Committee  believes  no  more  unoccupied 
areas  should  be  divided  into  house  lots  unless  the  size  of  the  lots 
and  the  width  of  the  streets  meet  the  requirements  of  some  suit- 
able fixed  standards. 

The  Committee  also  believes  the  town  would  do  well  to  insist 
that  the  land  developers  should  not  only  lay  out  the  streets,  but 
lay  the  sidewalks  and  care  for  the  expense  of  laying  water 
mains. 

Conclusion 

In  view  of  the  time  spent  by  this  Committee  in  carefully  con- 
sidering the  budgets  of  the  various  departments  and  the  articles 
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in  the  warrant  calling  for  special  appropriations,  the  Finance 
Committee  feels  that  it  is  entitled  to  the  co-operation  and 
support  of  the  citizens  of  the  Annual  Town  Meeting. 

All  hearings  of  the  Committee  are  open  to  the  public  and 
any  citizens  having  definite  construction  suggestions  to  offer 
relative  to  appropriations  is  weleome  to  attend  the  hearing  and 
the  Committee  will  be  glad  to  give  careful  consideration  to  such 
suggestions  before  making  its  recommendations.

Report  of  Public  Works  Department 


I  beg  to  submit  herewith  the  annual  report  of  the  Department 
of  Public  Works,  of  the  Town  of  Saugus  for  the  year  1924. 

Division  of  Highways 

In  view  of  the  fact  that  the  expenditures  for  automobiles  has 
increased  eight  times  as  fast  as  the  appropriations  for  highways, 
throughout  the  country,  the  maintenance  problem  is  an  ever 
increasing  source  of  anxiety  and  cost. 

We  have  in  Saugus  many  miles  of  streets  carrying  very  heavy 
and  an  always  increasing  amount  of  traffic,  and  the  maintenance 
problem  can  be  solved  best  in  these  cases  by  permanent  con- 
struction. 

Walnut  street  was  completed  to  the  Newburyport  turnpike 
this  year  making  a  connecting  link  from  Lynn,  and  thereby  sav- 
ing considerably  on  the  amount  of  maintenance  cost  both  by 
the  permanent  construction  and  the  fact  that  automobiles  will 
use  that  street  in  preference  to  dirt  roads. 

Lincoln  avenue,  one  of  our  main  traffic  arteries,  and  very 
much  overloaded  for  the  present  type  of  construction,  was 
partially  removed  from  the  maintenance  list  by  seven  thousand 
square  yards  of  permanent  construction,  from  the  Revere  line  to 
Central  street.  This  construction  should  be  carried  to  Morton 
avenue,  this  next  season  and  also  a  section  on  the  Westerly  side 
of  the  avenue  from  Franklin  square  to  Washington  square. 

About  seven  hundred  and  fifty  square  yards  of  permanent 
construction  was  laid  in  Monument  square,  and  the  entire 
square  should  be  completed  in  1925. 

Howard  and  Main  streets  from  Melrose  to  tbe  Newburyport 
turnpike  were  reshaped  and  graded  and  given  two  treatments  of 
tarvia  and  crushed  stone,  and  with  some  annual  maintenance 
will  carry  the  traffic  for  several  years.  Main  street  should  now 
be  taken  out  of  the  dangerous  list  by  the  removal  or  ledge,  and 
then  the  necessary  road  construction  on  the  easterly  side  of  the 
Newburyport  turnpike. 
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Streets  previously  treated  with  tarvia  were  again  covered  and 
the  use  of  crushed  stone  rather  than  sand  has  increased  the  life 
of  surfacing,  in  the  face  of  increased  automobile  traffic. 

Streets  where  the  traffic  is  not  as  heavy  were  treated  with 
asphaltic  oil  and  for  the  most  part  were  not  covered,  the  street 
surface  absorbing  the  oil  rapidly. 

During  1925  the  section  between  Lincoln  avenue,  and  Essex 
street,  and  the  Revere  line  should  should  be  tarviated  and 
covered  with  crushed  stone. 

There  are  a  number  of  places  in  the  town  where  the  drainage 
problem  is  serious,  and  these  will  have  to  be  taken  care  of  as 
soon  as  possible.  Two  conditions  were  relieved  this  year  which 
were  very  bad. 

A  drain  was  laid  on  Morton  avenue,  connecting  with  the 
drain  laid  in  1923,  to  carry  off  the  water  at  the  junction  of 
Morton  and  Lincoln  avenues  and  another  drain  was  laid  on 
Central  and  Castle  streets  to  carry  off  the  water  at  the  junction 
off  Castle  and  Mountain  avenue.

Division  of  Water 

New  construction  in  Saugus  has  increased  the  work  of  the 
Water  Department  materially,  as  is  clearly  shown  by  the  fact 
that  one  hundred  and  seventeen  new  services  were  laid  this  year, 
as  against  41  new  services  during  1923,  and  one  hundred  and 
forty-six  meters  installed.  Water  extension  was  made  to  the 
extent  of  eight  thousand  two  hundred  and  seventy-two  feet. 

That  part  of  the  Revere  system  lying  in  Saugus  was  pur- 
chased this  year  and  connected  with  the  Saugus  mains,  the 
water  being  turned  on  November  13,  from  the  Saugus  side  at 
which  time  the  Metropolitan  Water  Division  shut  their  gate  at 
the  Saugus-Revere  line. 

In  connection  with  this  system  extensions  were  laid  on  Main 
street  to  a  point  about  three  hundred  and  fifty  feet  west  of 
Mitchels  corner  and  about  six  hundred  and  fifty  feet  on  Howard 
street.  These  lines  should  be  extended  several  hundred  feet 
more  in  each  direction.  * 

One  of  the  worst  fire  hazards  in  the  town  of  Saugus  is  the 
old  cement  lined  pipe  of  which  we  have  several  miles.     An  ap-

propriation  of  not  less  than  one  thousand  dollars  should  be  made 
each  year,  to  defray  the  cost  of  replacement,  the  work  to  be 
started  at  East  Saugus  square  and  proceed  along  the  main 
streets. 

A  machine  for  tapping  the  main  lines  was  purchased  this  year 
which  affects  a  considerable  saving.  It  illiminates  the  loss  of 
water  due  to  cutting  main  lines  and  divides  the  labor  cost 
almost  by  two,  and  most  important  of  all,  the  fire  hazard 
created  by  open  water  mains  and  closed  water  gates  is  entirely 
removed  inasmuch  as  the  entire  work  is  completed  with  the 
mains  under  pressure.  The  machine  more  than  paid  for  itself 
this  year,  when  the  connections  for  the  Revere  system  were 
made.  Millions  of  gallons  of  water  were  saved  and  a  continous 
water  service  maintained  on  a  sixteen  inch  main  more  than  two 
miles  long. 

It  will  be  very  much  to  the  advantage  of  the  town  to  have  all 
water  services  metered  and  this  should  be  completed  in  not  less 
than  five  years.  This  should  mean  an  expense  of  about  two 
thousand,  five  hundred  dollars  per  annum,  during  the  five  years, 
but  the  water  now  being  wasted  would  soon  pay  for  the  meters 
and  the  meters  would  insure  control  of  the  water  supply  which 
means  a  direct  saving  on  the  water  purchase  appropriation. 

There  should  be  not  less  than  nine  new  hydrants  located  on 
Vine  and  Main  streets,  which  should  be  connected  with  the 
main  pipe,  purchased  this  year  from  Revere. 

Many  streets  in  Saugus  have  been  filled  and  regraded  since 
the  hydrants  were  originally  set  and  consequently  the  steamer 
nozzles  are  too  close  to  the  ground  or  street  surface  to  be  pro- 
perly used  by  the  Fire  Department.  A  special  appropriation 
should  be  made  for  this  work. 

As  a  matter  of  increased  efficiency  and  service,  there  are  a 
number  of  dead  end  water  mains  that  can  and  should  be  con- 
nected to  other  mains  to  establish  a  grid  or  circuit.

Report  of  the  Board  of  Fire  Engineers 


To  the  Citizens  of  the  Town  of  Saugus  : 

The  Board  of  Fire  Engineers  makes  the  following  report  for 
the  year  ending  December  31,  1924. 

The  work  of  the  Fire  Department  has  decreased  considerably 
during  the  year,  compared  with  1923. 

During  1924,  the  department  has  responded  to  203  calls,  or 
77  less  than  the  previous  year. 

There  were  54  bell  and  149  still  alarms,  of  these  35  were 
false  and  needless  calls. 

The  department  responded  to  13  automobile  fires,  107  grass, 
brush  and  wood  fires. 

There  were  two  calls  from  out  of  town  for  assistance  one 
from  Lynn,  and  one  from  North  Revere,  at  which  this  depart- 
ment made  an  excellent  showing,  and  was  highly  commended 
for  its  services. 

One  life  was  lost,  that  of  an  infant,  at  a  fire  during  the  year, 
owing  to  a  delay  in  calling  the  fire  department,  and  the  distance 
and  condition  of  the  going. 

The  department  is  very  efficient  for  the  small  number  of  men 
in  it,  and  is  greatly  undermanned. 

On  January  1,  1925,  the  department  will  be  placed  under  the 
two  platoon  system,  and  there  will  be  great  need  for  more  men 
to  handle  fire  which  might  occur,  the  time  for  men  is  at  the 
beginning  of  a  fire,  and  before  it  has  made  any  great  headway. 

The  value  of  property  and  buildings  endangered  by  fire  during 
the  year  amounted  to  $53,330.00  the  loss  by  fire  to  buildings 
amounted  to  $10,718.00.  Total  insurance  on  buildings  amounted 
to  $76,207,00,  insurance  paid  on  buildings  was  $8,076.00. 

The  value  of  contents  involved  at  fire  amounted  to  $14,820.00, 
loss  on  contents  $4,595,  insurance  on  contents  $7,700.  Insur- 
ance paid  to  this  date,  $1,500  as  far  as  could  be  acertained. 

The  apparatus  is  in  good  condition,  it  has  stood  up  wonder- 
fully well,  and  had  some  very  rough  usage,  in  traveling  over 
very  rough  roads. 
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The  department  is  well  equipped  and  has  done  excellent  work 
with  the  small  number  of  men  assigned  to  manage  the  apparatus. 

The  Dodge  Combination  has  had  the  roughest  kind  of  usage 
of  any  of  the  apparatus,  in  responding  to  grass  and  wood  fires, 
and  on  roads  which  seemed  almost  impossible  to  travel  on. 

Miles  covered  by  the  apparatus  in  responding  to  calls  are 
approximately  as  follows  : 

Combination  No.  i,  Seagraves  291    miles 

Combination  No.  2,  Dodge  585   miles 

Ladder  No.  1  278  miles 

During  the  year  7,900  feet  of  2 J  inch  hose  was  used  at  fires. 
5,800  feet  f  inch  Chemical  hose  was  used,  and  about  1,455 
gallons  of  Chemical  fluid  was  used  in  extinguishing  fires. 

There  were  253  feet  of  ladders  raised  at  fires. 

The  housing  conditions  and  living  quarters  for  the  men  at 
the  Central  fire  station  are  very  poor,  and  far  from  being  satis- 
factory, the  building  is  a  fire  trap  and  a  fire  hazard,  if  a  fire 
should  ever  get  started  in  the  building  it  would  be  almost 
impossible  to  tell  what  would  happen. 

The  old  Ford  combination  truck  has  been  turned  over  to  the 
Department  of  Public  Works. 

In  closing,  I  strongly  recommend  that  four  permanent  men  be 
appointed  at  once  to  bring  the  department  to  a  more  efficient 
condition,  owing  to  one  half  of  the  members  being  away  at  a 
time  on  the  two  platoon  system. 

That  a  modern  up  to  date  fireproof  Central  fire  station  be 
built  for  the  housing  of  the  members,  and  the  valuable  fire 
apparatus,  a  building  which  would  comply  with  the  State 
Garage  laws  and  regulations.

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Report  of  Library  Trustees 


To  the  Citizens  of  the  Town  of  Saugus  : 

The  trustees  of  the  library  submit  the  following  report. 

During  the  past  year  the  room  in  the  basement  of  the  central 
building  has  been  equipped  with  tables  and  chairs  so  that  it  can 
be  used  for  talks  on  educational  subjects.  There  are  also  cases 
in  which  articles  of  historic  or  educational  value  can  be  dis- 
played. 

The  expense  of  this  was  met  by  the  fund  left  from  the 
pageant  given  a  few  years  ago  and  which  was  utilized  for  this 
purpose  by  the  Board  of  Trade. 

A  branch  library  and  reading  room  has  been  opened  in  the 
Lincoln  school  building  and  is  much  appreciated  by  the  Clifton- 
dale  residents  of  the  town.  The  average  circulation  is  about  200 
volumes  per  week. 

The  circulation  of  the  main  library  for  the  year  was  about 
24,000  volumes  and  there  are  16,600  volumes  in  the  main 
library  and  various  branches  with  25  magazines  in  the  reading 
v  rooms. 

One  thousand  one  hundred  dollars  was  expended  for  books 
the  past  year  and  $150  for  painting  in  the  main  library. 

It  will  be  necessary  to  expend  about  $250  this  year  in  paint- 
ing the  interior  and  exterior  of  this  building.

To  the  School  Committee  and  Citizens  of  Saugus : 

Your  Superintendent  herewith  submits  his  seventh  annual 
report  of  the  condition,  progress  and  needs  of  the  Schools  of 
Saugus,  the  same  being  the  thirty-second  annual  school  report. 

It  is  but  natural  for  the  tax  payer  to  ask  what  it  costs  for  the 
tuition  of  a  pupil  in  our  schools  and  whether  or  not  we  are  getting 
an  adequate  return  for  the  money  expended. 

To  give  the  per  capita  cost  of  educating  our  children  is  an  easy 
matter,  but  whether  or  not  each  of  them  gets  full  value  for  the 
expenditure  is  a  different  question,  depending  as  it  does  upon  the 
pupil  and  parent  as  well  as  upon  school  officials  and  teachers. 
Besides,  there  is  much  in  education  that  can  be  measured  only  in 
terms  of  efficiency  as  citizens.  The  value  of  this  factor  cannot 
be  determined,  of  course,  at  present,  any  more  accurately  than 
one  can  visualize  the  character  of  an  edifice  by  taking  note  of  the 
foundation.  We  must  have  faith  in  our  schools,  hope  for  improve- 
ment and  charity  for  those  who  meet  and  strive  to  solve  the  many 
and  diversified  problems  of  the  school  room. 


As  to  per-capita  cost,  there  is  a  difference  of  opinion,  some 
believing  that  every  item  of  expenditure,  including  interest  on 
outstanding  bonds,  and  every  other  cost  that  is  in  any  way  con- 
nected with  public  school  education  should  be  included. 

The  State,  however,  in  arriving  at  the  per-capita  cost,  con- 
siders only  the  currant  expense,  or  the  cost  exclusive  of  general 
control.  This  per-capita  cost  for  grades  i  to  8  inclusive  for 
the  school  year  closing  July  i,  1924  was  $58.64.  There  are  45 
towns  in  the  list  of  which  we  are  one.  Milford  is  the  only  one 
whose  per-capita  cost  is  less  than  ours,  the  others  ranging  from 
$61.41  to  $114.60.  We  have  no  means  of  comparison  relative  to 
high  school  costs,  but  our  per-capita  cost  for  1924  was  $102.70. 

Again  we  find  a  difference  of  opinion  as  to  amount  raised  by 
the  town  for  the  support  of  schools. 
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Last  March  we  were  given  an  appropriation  of  $165,000  as  a 
general  fund,  and  $7,000  as  a  repair  fund,  same  to  include  cost  of 
renovations  at  the  Oaklandvale  school.  The  sum  of  these  two 
appropriations  do  not,  as  a  matter  fact,  show  the. amount  raised 
by    taxation.     The    following    figures    should    make    this    clear. 

Total  appropriation  general  school  fund  March,  1924,  $165,00.00 
Received  from  State  Income  tax  3°>539-8o 


Raised  by  taxation  (general  fund)  $134,460.20 

Raised  by  taxation  repairs  7,000.00 


Total  for  support  of  schools  raised  by  direct  taxation  $141,460.20 

The  more  we  receive  from  the  State  the  less  we  shall  be 
obliged  to  raise  by  taxation,  consequently  it  behooves  us  all  to 
make  conditions  favorable  for  a  larger  State  income.  Parents 
can  aid  greatly  along  this  line  by  seeing  to  it  that  their  children 
remain  as  school  members  in  Saugus.  The  explanation  of  the 
above  statement  is  as  follows  : 

A  considerable  portion  of  our  State  reimbursement  is 
determined  by  the  quotient  obtained  through  dividing  the  town's 
valuation  by  the  average  school  membership.  The  smaller  that 
quotient  is  the  larger  the  reimbursement,  within  certain  limits. 
It  is  possible  for  a  town  to  receive  as  much  as  $350  for  each 
teacher  employed  for  full  time.  We  received  last  year  $150  for 
each  teacher.  If  our  valuation  should  remain  the  same  and  our 
membership  increase,  it  is  evident  that  the  quotient  obtained  as 
above  might  become  small  enough  to  bring  an  increased  State 
return.  Let  us  bear  in  mind  this  fact,  and  also  that  a  decrease  in 
the  average  membership  might  easily  reduce  the  amount  to  which 
we  would  be  entitled.  In  more  ways  than  one  it  pays  to  keep 
our  children  in  school. 

Another  portion  of  the  State  fund  is  determined  by  the  training 
and  experience  of  our  teachers  and  by  the  salaries  paid.  If  we 
can  pay  our  best  teachers  enough  to  insure  their  remaining  with 
us,  not  only  shall  we  continue  to  raise  our  educational  standard, 
but  we  may  confidently  look  for  an  increase  in  the  State 
reimbursement. 

Teachers  and  their  Work 

Since  our  last  report   14  teachers  have  left  us.     Of  these,  the 

greater  number  accepted  positions  elsewhere  at  increased  salaries. 

Although  the  above  figure  represents  a  greater  loss  than  we 
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ought  to  sustain,  it  is  encouraging  to  note  a  decided  decrease  in 
the  number,  in  fact,  we  have  retained  a  larger  percentage  of  our 
teaching  force  during  the  past  year  than  in  any  previous  year  since 
the  close  of  the  world  war. 

School  room  work  in  general  has  gone  forward  in  a  very  satis- 
factory manner  and  is  improving  as  the  younger  teacher  becomes 
more  experienced.  Few  inexperienced  teachers  can  do  highly 
efficient  service:  It  is  not  to  be  expected,  for,  experience  is  the 
best  teacher  even  though  it  be  a  teacher  who  is  being  taught. 
Oftentimes  it  is  better  to  retain  a  teacher  who,  through  inexperi- 
ence, has  made  a  few  mistakes  than  to  replace  him  or  her  by 
another  whose  efficiency  elsewhere  is  more  or  less  a  matter  of 
opinion. 

The  teacher  who  has  ceased  to  grow  is  a  greater  source  of 
worriment  than  the  one  who  has  just  begun. 

As  to  salaries,  we  are  not  yet  up  to  standard  and  we  may  never 
be  able  to  reach  it,  but  the  retaining  of  teachers  is  not  always 
determined  by  salaries  paid.  Working  conditions  often  make  a 
vast  impression,  and  these  are  determined  largely  by  the  attitude 
of  school  officials  and  of  parents. 

Saugus  is  a  good  town  in  which  to  live  and  it  is  made  so  by 
hose  who  maintain  a  friendly  attitude.     A  word  of  encourage- 
ment or  of  appreciation  will  often  go  a  long  way  toward  making 
a  teacher,  or  any  one  else,  want  to  remain  here  and  measure  up  to 
standard. 

Attendance 

Irregularity  of  attendance  is  a  fruitful  cause  of  failure  and  we 
would  urge  parents  to  make  every  reasonable  effort  to  keep  their 
children  in  school.  There  are  a  few  who  seem  to  consider  school 
as  a  side  issue,  when  in  reality  it  is  the  one  most  serious  business 
of  persons  of  school  age.  The  present  attendance  is  fairly  good, 
but  absences  on  the  part  of  certain  boys  and  girls  are  altogether 
too  frequent.  Such  pupils  have  absolutely  no  right  to  expect  pro- 
motion. They  cannot  be  educated  against  their  wills.  The 
number  of  repeaters  could  be  materally  reduced  if  every  pupil 
would  report  for  duty  every  day.  Will  you  not  make  a  special 
effort  along  this  line  ? 

Transportation 

This  feature  of  school  work  is,  in  itself,  a  trying  problem.  We 
desire  to  meet  every  need  along  this  line,  but  oftentimes  it  is 
difficult  to  decide  as  to  whether  a  given  case  is  a  real  need  or

simply  a  desire.  We  shall  try  to  keep  this  item  of  expense  down, 
for  it  is  of  small  educational  value  in  itself.  When  should  a  pupil 
be  transported?  The  law  says,  when  such  pupil  resides  two  or 
more  miles  from  the  nearest  school.  But  it  is  hardly  fair  to  hold 
strictly  to  this  plan,  for  street  conditions,  age  of  pupils,  danger 
from  automobiles  and  other  factors  enter  into  the  case.  A  pupil 
should  be  transported  when  the  distance  makes  him  or  her  so 
genuinely  tired  that  good  school  work  cannot  be  done,  or  when 
conditions  endanger  life  or  health.  For  the  year  just  closed,  this 
item  has  cost  the  town  $3,578.25. 

The  Passing  of  the  Lincoln  School 

One  of  the  most  important  forward  steps  taken  during  the  past 
year  was  that  of  closing  the  Lincoln  building  and  transferring 
teachers  and  pupils  to  the  Emerson  school.  To  do  this  it  was 
necessary  to  transfer  two  grades  from  the  Emerson  to  the  Ballard, 
thus  making  use  of  two  of  the  four  rooms  made  vacant  by  central- 
izing the  Junior  High  School. 

Six  rooms  were  maintained  at  the  Ballard  building  until  the 
division  of  the  first  grade  of  the  Emerson  became  necessary  when 
an  additional  room  was  opened  there. 

To  some  the  closing  of  the  Lincoln  worked  somewhat  of  a 
hardship,  nevertheless  there  was  general  rejoicing  over  the  change. 
It  is  hoped  that  the  building  may  never  again  be  needed  for  school 
purposes. 

School  Grounds 

Your  superintendent  still  believes  that  a  certain  sum  should  be 
set  aside  each  year  for  improvement  of  school  grounds.  No 
school  building  is  so  attractive  in  itself  that  proper  grading,  grass 
covered  lawns  well  kept  shrubbery  and  artistic  approach  would 
not  make  it  at  least  a  100%  more  so. 

It  would  be  well  to  start  this  line  of  permanent  improvement  at 
the  High  School  during  the  coming  summer. 

There  are  no  greater  assets  to  a  town  than  good  schools,  modern 
buildings  and  attractive  school  grounds. 

Housing  Conditions 

As  was  anticipated,  we  were  forced  to  introduce  the  two-platoon 
system  in  the  High  School  at  the  opening  of  the  present  school 
year.  This  plan  should  continue  no  longer  than  is  necessary,  for, 
aside  from  the  inconvenience  that  it  causes  in  many  homes,  it  can 
never  produce  satisfactory  results. 
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At  the  Roby  School  we  are  employing  an  extra  teacher  to  assist 
in  caring  for  a  part  of  the  second  grade  which  numbers  57.  For 
this  purpose  use  is  made  of  a  little  side  room,  near  the  attic. 
Here  we  find  the  lighting  and  ventilation  decidedly  inadequate. 
It  is  entirely  unfit  foi  the  purpose  for  which  it  is  being  used,  but 
it  is  the  best  that  we  can  do  at  present.  Before  another  schot  1 
year  begins,  provisions  must  be  made  for  the  overflow  either  by 
opening  another  school  room  at  the  Oaklandvale  or  by  fitting  up 
the  room  over  the  present  Manual  Training  room. 

We  also  had  an  overcrowded  condition  at  the  Emerson  School, 
the  first  grade  numbering  56.  We  tried  out  the  two  platoon 
system  for  about  two  months.  We  then  opened  another  room  in 
the  Ballard  building  divided  the  grade  and  employed  an  additional 
teacher  for  the  portion  transferred.  There  is  yet  another  vacant 
room  at  the  Ballard  School.  This  should  be  opened  for  a  part  of 
the  student  body  now  attending  the  Mansfield  and  thus  relieve  an 
overcrowded  condition  at  that  school. 

For  the  first  six  grades  East  Saugus,  Lynnhurst,  North  Saugus 
and  Oaklandvale  will  have  sufficient  room  for  several  years,  but 
in  other  sections  of  the  town  this  problem  can  hardly  be  solved 
unless  a  new  building  is  provided  soon. 

By  erecting  a  building  to  accommodate  Junior  High  pupils 
from  the  Cliftondale  section  together  with  a  few  lower  grades  our 
housing  problem  may  be  very  readily  solved. 


Special  Subjects 

As  specific  reports  on  these  subjects  are  to  be  incorporated  in 
this  report,  a  mere  reference  to  them  is  all  that  is  necessary  here. 
Manual  Training,  domestic  science,  penmanship,  music  and 
drawing  are  being  carried  forward  in  much  the  same  way  as  for- 
merly and  excellent  work  is  being  done.  Physical  education  has 
been  made  more  general  and  now  includes  supervision  of  the 
elementary  grades.  The  work  done  along  this  line  is  very  com- 
mendable. 

High  School 

Principal  Webber  and  his  force  are  striving  to  uphold  the 
standards  of  the  school  in  face  of  many  difficulties  resulting  from 
the  two  platoon  system.  Co-operation  in  most  cases  is  all  that 
could  be  desired. 

Your  attention  is  respectfully  called  to  Principal  Webber's 
report. 
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School  Nurse 

No  single  forward  step  has  been  taken  since  your  present 
superintendent  has  been  here  that  has  more  fully  justified  the 
additional  expense,  than  that  of  the  employment  of  a  school  nurse. 
This  fact  is  the  more  prominent  because  of  the  unusually  high 
grade  of  work  that  Mr*.  Donovan,  our  present  nurse,  has  done  and 
is  still  doing. 

Your  attention  is  respectfully  called  to  her  report. 

Repairs 

A  departure  was  made  during  the  year  relative  to  the  repair 
department.  Instead  of  having  the  minor  repair  work  done  piece- 
meal, so  to  speak,  by  whoever  might  be  at  liberty  to  do  it  when 
needed,  we  employed  Mr.  Lewis  Gray  to  have  entire  charge  of 
the  matter.  This  scheme  seems  to  have  worked  out  well  and, 
we  believe  the  cost  has  been  less  than  under  the  old  system. 

The  following  are  the  large  pieces  of  work  done  during  the 
past  year.  The  basement  ceiling  at  the  Mansfield  has  been 
plastered,  and  a  fire  escape  has  been  erected  on  the  Cliftondale 
school  building,  thus  carrying  out  in  part  the  requirements  made 
by  State  Inspector  MacDonald. 

At  Oaklandvale  a  new  heating  and  ventilating  system  has  been 
installed,  water  introduced  and  flush  closets  and  lavatories  pro- 
vided, also  electric  lights  and  a  proper  bell  system. 

To  prevent  freezing  and  consequent  damage  to  the  pipes  and 
closets  in  the  basement  a  tight  floor  was  laid  in  the  large  unused 
upper  room  directly  over  the  furnace.  This  will  prevent  escape 
of  heat  and,  besides  solving  this  particular  problem,  may  become 
a  permanent  part  of  the  plan  for  furnishing  an  additional  class 
room. 

One  boiler  in  the  Roby  School  basement  was  found  to  be  in  bad 
condition.  To  guard  against  future  danger,  steps  were  taken  to 
have  it  retu'bed.  Although  the  cost  was  somewhat  large  it  was 
one  of  those  emergencies  that  has  to  be  met. 

Lavatories  and  closets,  especially  on  the  class-room  floors  of  the 
building  had  been  in  poor  condition  for  some  time  and  so  we 
replaced  them,  thus  making  a  permanent  improvement.  Electric 
lights  were  installed  where  necessary,  in  the  book  closets,  etc., 
and  the  antiquated  lights  in  the  manual  training  building  were* 
replaced  by  such  as  would  be  of  proper  assistance  to  those  work- 
ing at  the  benches. 

There  is  much   yet   to  be   done-     State   Inspector   MacDonald

asked  that  certain  lines  of  work  be  carried  out  and,  there  are 
several  rather  expensive  pieces  yet  remaining  to  be  done,  among 
which  are  the  following :  The  basement  ceilings  at  the  Roby, 
Cliftondale  and  Manual  Training  buildings  are  to  be  covered  with 
metal  laths  and  hard  plaster.  Fire  resisting  partitions  between 
main  basement  and  boiler  room  at  the  Roby  are  also  ordered. 

At  the  Ballard,  fire  resisting  doors  at  basement  stairs  and  to  the 
fresh  air  chambers  are  urged. 

About  the  same  is  requested  at  the  Felton  together  with  smoke 
and  fire-resisting  doors  at  each  end  of  the  first-floor  corridor. 

To  carry  out  the  above  demands  of  the  State  Inspector,  at  leas* 
$2,000  will  be  needed. 

Among  other  needs  we  list  the  following  :  New  floors  through- 
out the  Mansfield  building,  a  complete  overhauling  of  the  plumb- 
ing at  the  Roby  building,  and  the  enlargement  of  boiler  and 
radiating  surface  at  the  Lynnhurst  building. 

The  Emerson  building  must  be  shingled  and  the  Manual  Train- 
ing building  should  be  painted.  The  Ballard  School  building 
may  need  an  entirely  new  roof,  in  part  at  least. 

An  expert  furnace  man  should  be  employed  to  make  a  complete 
survey  of  the  heating  arrangement  in  the  Cliftondale  the  Felton 
and  the  Emerson  schools.  We  would  more  than  save  the  expense 
through  reduced  coal  bills,  besides  equalizing  the  heat  and  mak- 
ing conditions  more  healthful  and  comfortable.  At  the  Clifton- 
dale school,  particularly,  some  radical  change  seems  necessary 
before  proper  heating  can  be  secured. 

The  above  are  some  of  the  more  extensive  needs.  In  addition 
to  these,  the  interior  of  all  school  buildings  should  be  painted. 
In  some  cases  the  plastering  ought  to  be  removed,  as  it  is  in  too 
bad  a  condition  to  justify  painting.  Other  floors  besides  the 
Mansfield  should  be  replaced,  if  possible,  dados  repaired  and 
painted  and  ceilings  whitened. 

At  the  High  School  the  walls  for  a  space  of  several  feet  near 
the  floor  present  a  battered  appearance.  A  considerable  sum  of 
money  should  be  expended  at  our  earliest  convenience  to  make 
the  interior  of  our  school  buildings  as  good  as  the  exterior.  A 
liberal  appropriation  for  repairs  should  be  made. 


Recommendation 

Of  the  six  recommendations  made  last  year  but  one  has  been 
realized.  The  program  for  physical  education  has  been  extfnded 
until  it  covers  the  entire  school  system. 
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Other  recommendations  are  of  as  much  value  as  any,  and  we 
repeat  them  with  the  hope  that  some  of  them  may  be  looked  upon 
with  favor. 

1st :     Extension  of  school  grounds. 

2nd  :  Preparation  of  a  playground  back  of  the  High  School? 
the  restoration  of  the  lawn  in  front  and  the  building  of 
proper  approaches. 

3rd  :     Closer  attention  to  school  grounds  throughout  the  town. 

4th  :     Continued  support  of  a  definite  building  program. 

5th  :  Super-maximum  salaries  for  teachers  who  take  profes- 
sional courses. 

In  General 

The  past  year  has  shown  steady  progress  along  all  lines  of 
school  work.  Aside  from  the  two-platoon  system  at  the  high 
school  no  very  marked  change  has  been  made  in  school  adminis, 
tration.  Teachers,  pupils  and  parents  have  worked  in  harmony- 
generally  speaking,  and  with  very  satisfactory  results.  Among 
the  subjects  given  special  attention  are  silent  reading,  supervised 
study,  socialized  recitation  and  the  project  method,  These  are 
all  good  if  well  handled,  and  a  proper  balance  maintained. 

In  closing,  your  Superintendent  would  express  his  appreciation 
to  School  Committee,  teachers  and  parents  who  by  cheerful  co- 
operation have  given  him  encouragement  and  support  during  the 
year  just  closed.

Dear  Sir, — I  respectfully  submit  the  following  annual  report : 
I  have  visited  all  the  schools  assigned  to  me  in  this  district,  the 
Ballard,  Emerson,  Mansfield  and  Lynnhnrst.  I  have  carefully 
examined  all  the  pupils  attending  these  schools,  have  also 
examined  all  the  pupils  sent  to  me  at  my  office  by  the  teachers 
for  inspection  and  advice. 

The  Schick  test  was  used  on  those  who  had  not  received  it 
last  year  by  injection  of  diphtheria  toxin — anti-toxin  mixture, 
under  supervision  of  State  Board  of  Health. 
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Examination  reveals  the  following  diseases:

I  also  found  two  cases  of  chronic  endocarditis,  six  running 
ears,  four  cases  of  lateral  spinal  curvature,  twenty-seven  cases 
deflecta  septa,  thirty-four  of  adenoids,  and  forty-two  cases  of 
large  and  infected  tonsils. 

Prompt  and  efficient  action  by  the  school  nurse  and  the  teach- 
ers has  reduced  the  incidence  of  communicable  diseases  in  the 
schools  to  a  minimum.

Report  of  Attendance  Officer 

In  making  my  report  this  year  I  feel  that  little  can  be  added  to 
my  report  of  last  year.  While  all  that  was  said  there  is  true, 
now  I  might  add  that  the  two  platoon  system  has  added  consider- 
able to  the  duties  of  the  Attendance  Officer,  and  made  results 
unsatisfactory,  for  instance  : 

I  accost  a  boy  on  the  street  in  the  morning  and  he  tells 
me  he  is  an  afternoon  session  scholar,  and  the  boy  I  approach 
in  the  afternoon  tells  me  he  is  a  morning  scholar.  I  am  unable 
to  dispute  either.  If  this  system  continues,  it  may  be  well  to 
have  these  scholars  marked  "A.M."  and  "P.M." 

No  scholar  has  been  committed  to  the  Training  School  this 
year,  while  we  have  a  number  of  boys  who  are  on  a  suspended 
sentence. 

I  have  had  a  number  of  conferences  with  teachers  regarding 
certain  scholars  who  were  irregular  in  attendance,  but  not  tru- 
ants, and  would  like  to  say  that  I  find  the  teachers  show  a  wonder- 
ful individual  interest  in  the  success  of  these  cases  for  the  good 
of  the  scholar. 

I  feel  that  our  teaching  force  throughout  is  exceptionally  fine 
toward  the  child  who  is  lacking  in  ambition  to  make  his  grade.

Owing  to  the  crowded  condition  in  the  High  School  during  the 
pist  two  years  we  were  forced,  this  year,  to  adopt  the  two- 
platoon  system.  It  seemed  advisable  for  the  Senior  High  to 
attend  school  in  the  morning  and  the  Junior  High  in  the 
afternoon. 

In  order  for  us  to  cover  the  required  amount  of  work  in  the 
Senior  and  Junior  High  it  was  necessary  to  make  the  following 
arrangements  of  time  regarding  the  school  day.  The  Senior 
High  School  opens  at  7*4°  and  closes  at  12.10,  with  a  six  period 
day  of  forty  minutes  each.  A  physical  education  period  between 
9.10  and  9.20.  All  pupils  in  the  Senior  High  are  expected  to 
take  physical  training  in  their  home  rooms  under  the  supervision 
of  the  teacher.  A  recess  of  ten  minutes  from  10.40  to  10.50 
A.M.  The  Junior  High  begins  at  12.40  and  closes  at  4.55,  with 
six  periods  of  thirty-five  minutes  each.  A  period  often  minutes 
from  2  10  to  2.20  for  physical  education  and  an  intermission  of 
ten  minutes  from  3.30  to  3.40  P.M. 

The  total  number  of  students  enrolled  in  the  Junior  High, 
grades  7  and  8,  which  attend  in  the  P.M.  session,  525.  Total 
number  of  students  in  the  Senior  High,  attending  the  A.M.  ses- 
sion, 508.  Total  number  of  all  students  in  High  School,  1,033. 
By  grades  the  enrollment  is  as  follows : — 7th  grade  274,  Sth 
grade  251,  9th  grade  227,  10th  grade  117,  Tith  grade  81,  12th 
grade  78,  post  graduates  5. 

This  year  the  plan  was  adopted  of  having  all  students  that  are 
attending  school,  above  the  sixth  grade,  come  to  the  Central 
Junior  and  Senior  High.  This  plan  has  many  advantages  over 
the  old  system  in  that  all  students  in  the  7th  and  8th  grades  are 
housed  in  the  same  building,  they  have  equal  advantages  of  spec- 
ial courses  like  music,  manual  training  and  sewing,  they  have 
uniform  books  and  more  uniform  training  which  should  result  in 
better  preparation  for  the  Senior  High  work. 

By  adopting  the  two  platoon  we  have  been  able  to  hold  classes 
in  rooms  where  desks  and  blackboards  are  available.  Last  year 
many  classes  were  held  in  the  balcony  of  the  Assembly  Hall  and 
on  the  main  floor  in  the  Assembly  Hall.  Good  class  work  was 
impossible  owing  to    the    fact  that  black  boards  and  desks  were 
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not  at  hand.  In  the  Junior  High  last  year  the  class  rooms  were 
overcrowded.  In  several  of  the  rooms  there  were  over  50 
pupils.  This  year,  as  plenty  of  the  rooms  are  available,  we  have 
been  able  to  reduce  the  number  of  pupils  per  room  down  to  from 
34  to  42. 

Last  year  66  pupils  received  diplomas  from  Saugus  High 
School.  Out  of  the  66  that  graduated,  14  attend  colleges,  three 
attend  State  Normal  schools  and  eight  are  attending  other  schools, 
making  a  total  of  25  out  of  the  66,  or  39  per  cent,  who  are  con- 
tinuing their  school  work. 

Saugus  High  School  is  included  on  that  list  of  Secondary 
Schools  which  is  approved  by  the  New  England  Certificate 
Board.  We  were  placed  on  the  approved  list,  April  28,  1924, 
for  a  trial  term  of  one  year.  The  following  list  of  colleges  are 
members  of  this  board  : 

Amherst  College  Colby  College 

Bates  College  Mass.  Agricultural  College 

Boston  University  Middlebury  College 

Bowdoin  College  Tufts  College 

Brown  University  Wesleyan  University 

Williams  College 

In  order  to  certify  any  Saugus  High  School  student  to  the 
above-named  colleges,  he  must  maintain  an  average  of  85  per 
cent,  in  all  his  subjects  for  the  four  (4)  years,  or  we  may  certify 
him  in  any  subject  in  which  he  receives  85  per  cent,  or  above, 
but  he  would  be  expected  to  take  examination  in  the  remaining 
subjects  to  make  up  the  15  credits  for  college  admission. 

Out  of  last  year's  graduating  class  of  66  members,  three  (3) 
students  were  certified  to  colleges  that  are  members  of  the  New 
England  Certificate  Board.  If  these  students  do  satisfactory  work 
at  these  colleges,  Saugus  High  School  will  remain  on  the 
approved  list,  if  not,  we  will  be  dropped  April  1,  1925.  From 
the  class  of  1924,  three  (3)  students  were  awarded  scholarships, 
as  follows :  Robert  Allen  and  Ashton  Davis,  $240  scholarship 
each,  at  Harvard.  These  students  were  admitted  without  exam- 
ination, as  they  stood  in  the  upper  seventh  of  their  class.  Homer 
McNutt  received  a  scholarship  to  Wesleyan  University  of  $140. 

Saugus  High  School  has,  for  a  number  of  years,  been  classed 
as  an  A  Grade  School  by  the  Massachusetts  Department  of  Edu- 
cation. This  gives  us  the  privilege  of  certifying  any  student 
to  any  State  Normal  School,  providing  he  has  attained  an 
average  of  85  per  cent,  in  all  subjects  taken. 

The  new  course  of  study,  which  was  adopted  April  18,  1923. 
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has  been  followed  this  year  with  one  exception.  The  commer- 
cial course  has  been  changed  for  students  in  grades  n  and  12. 
The  changes  are  as  follows  : 

All  students  for  the  first  two  years  (grades  9  and  10)  are 
required  to  take  the  same  subjects  with  one  elective  When  they 
have  finished  the  first  two  grades  they  can  then  select  the  steno- 
graphic or  the  bookkeeping  course.  The  stenographic  course 
will  prepare  students  to  enter  this  kind  of  work,  while  the  book- 
keeping course  is  to  fit  students  for  positions  as  bookkeepers. 
Rarely  does  a  person  work  at  both  stenography  and  bookkeeping 
ill  an  office. 

There  are  not  as  many  small  classes  in  the  high  school  this 
year  as  last  as  most  of  the  pupils  have  become  adjusted  in  the 
newly  adopted  curricula.  There  is  a  class  of  nine  in  French  III, 
a  class  of  four  in  Solid  Geometry  and  a  class  of  thirteen  in 
Latin  IV,  all  of  which  are  required  for  college  admission.  We 
must  expect,  while  we  are  preparing  students  for  college,  to 
always  find  a  few  small  classes  in  any  high  school. 

There  has  been  very  few  changes  in  the  teaching  staff  during 
the  past  two  years.  Last  year  we  lost  two  teachers  from  the 
Junior  High  and  four  teachers  from  the  Senior  High.  It  is  easy 
to  see  that  it  is  quite  impossible  to  build  up  the  standard  of  any 
school  if  the  teaching  staff  changes  from  year  to  year.  I  consider 
the  teachers  of  this  year  very  efficient  in  that  they  are  doing  all 
they  can  to  improve  our  school  in  order  that  it  may  equal  other 
schools  about  us. 

The  graduating  class  of  1924  left  to  the  school  $196.65  to  be 
spent  on  improving  the  Saugus  High  School  Library.  By  using 
the  old  sewing  room  as  a  library  and  by  purchasing  library  books 
with  the  money  which  was  left  by  the  class  of  1924  we  have 
made  a  good  start  on  a  much  needed  library  for  our  school. 

The  two-platoon  system  under  which  we  are  working  this  year 
to  avoid  crowded  conditions  in  our  Junior  and  Senior  High 
School  can  not  be  considered  at  all  successful  from  an  educational 
standpoint.  We  cannot  hope  to  improve  the  standard  of  our  school 
when  periods  have  been  shortened  and  pupils  are  rushed  through 
the  program  and  when  teachers  and  pupils  are  working  inten- 
sively while  they  are  at  school.  Under  the  two-platoon  it  is  impos- 
sible for  the  Senior  or  Junior  High  School  students  to  do  the 
amount  of  studying  necessary  to  prepare  their  lessons  while  in 
school.  Tnis  makes  it  necessary  for  practically  all  pupils  to  do 
most  of  their  studying  outside  of  school. 

Inclosing,  I  would  recommend  that  manual  training  be  contin- 
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ued  in  the  7th  and  8th  grades,  that  sewing  be  required  of  all  girls 
in  the  7th  grade,  that  all  girls  of  the  8th  grade  be  required  to  take 
cooking,  that  music  and  drawing  be*  required  as  at  present  and 
that  our  library  facilities  in  the  High  School  be  improved  by  the 
appropriation  and  the  expenditure  of  a  reasonable  sum  of  money. 
Also  that  the  equipment  of  our  school  be  improved  each  year  in 
order  that  it  may  compare  with  the  High  Schools  around  here. 

I  wish  to  thank  the  parents,  teachers,  school  committee  and 
Mr.  Lambert  for  their  assistance  and  help  at  all  times  on  prob- 
lems that  have  arisen  during  the  first  year  under  the  two-platoon 
system.

Report  of  Director  of  High  School  Music 
Dear  Mr.  Lambert: 

The  following  is  a  brief  report  of  the  results  accomplished  by 
the  classes  in  music  in  the  Junior  and  Senior  High  Schools 
during  the  year  1924. 

JUNIOR    HIGH    SCHOOL 

A  definite  program  of  study  was  carried  on  throughout  the 
year  and  special  effort  made  to  elevate  the  musical  standard  of 
the  students.     The  results  were  most  gratifying. 

The  ensemble  work  revealed  the  musical  development  of  the 
individual  student,  the  deepened  interest  in  the  study,  and  a  real 
joy  in  its  performance. 

During  the  year  the  pupils  of  each  room  gave  an  informal  con- 
cert to  their  parents  and  friends.  These  concerts  gave  to  those 
participating — whether  interested  in  vocal  study,  instrumental, 
dancing  or  reading — opportunity  to  publicly  peform. 

At  the  beginning  of  the  present  school  year,  owing  to  the  two- 
platoon  system,  much  difficulty  was  experienced  in  getting  the 
time  schedule  properly  arranged.  Now,  however,  with  the?' 
the  assistance  of  Miss  Patten  in  the  7th  grade  and  Miss  Brown  in 
the  8th  grade,  the  work  is  being  carried  on  admirably  and  gives 
promise  of  sustaining  the  interest  and  increasing  the  musical 
intelligence  generally.  The  present  time  schedule  is  such  that 
a  repetition  of  the  room  concerts  appears  to  be  impossible. 

SENIOR    HIGH    SCHOOL 

Here  again  a  well  planned  program  of  study  was  carried  on  in 
our  Senior  Chorus  and  Glee  Club.     The  Senior  Chorus  is  made 
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up  of  those  who  elect  to  study  music.  The  Glee  Club  of  about 
60  members  is  made  up  of  those  willing  to  give  a  regular  time 
outside  of  their  regular  school  hours  for  special  study  and  prepa- 
ration toward  occasional  public  performances  for  the  benefit  of 
the  school  music  fund. 

The  Glee  Club  broadcasted  a  concert  once  during  the  year, 
gave  its  services  gratis  to  a  number  of  community  affairs  in  Lynn 
and  Saugus,  and  on  April  25,  1924,  gave  two  excellent  perfor- 
mances of  the  opera  "Pinafore"  by  Gilbert  and  Sullivan.  The 
unqualified  success  of  this  undertaking  was  evidenced  by  the 
numberless  requests  for  a  repetition  of  the  performances,  the 
splendid  spirit  of  responsibility  and  pride  shown  by  the  young 
people,  their  faithful  attendance  to  rehearsals,  and  the  sheer  joy 
in  the  doing  of  it  all.  The  production  was  a  decided  financial 
success  as  well.  With  part  of  the  money  earned,  $230  was 
expended  in  the  purchase  of  a  beautiful  velvet  curtain  for  the 
stage,  which  was  presented  to  the  school.  The  total  earnings 
were  $533-54 — expenses  $194.95 — cash  gifts  of  $5  and  $4  were 
received  ;  and  the  balance  deposited  in  the  Music  Fund,  which 
now  amounts  to  $214,97. 

THE    ORCHESTRA 

The  Orchestra  of  the  Junior  High  School  was  united  with  that 
of  the  Senior  High  School  at  the  beginning  of  the  school  year 
owing  to  a  lack  of  variety  in  instruments.  The  combined 
orchestra  very  ably  assisted  at  the  production  of  "Pinafore,"  and 
shares  equally  in  the  credit.  It  also  played  at  may  community 
affairs  gratis. 

NATIONAL    MUSIC    WEEK 

During  the  week  of  May  5 — 10  provision  for  a  general  obser- 
vance of  National  Music  Week  was  undertaken  by  the  combined 
Musical  Clubs  of  the  School. 

The  co-operation  of  talented  professional  musicians  who  gave 
their  services  gratis  enabled  us,  we  believe,  to  stir  up  public  senti- 
ment favorable  to  more  and  better  musical  opportunities  and  to 
the  better  patronage  for  those  existing. 

IN    GENERAL 

Much  to  my  regret,  no  courses  in  Music  Appreciation  and 
Harmony  could  be  given,  as  no  place  could  be  found  for  them  in 
the  time  schedule. 
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Altogether  a  year  of  accomplishment  ;and  more  elevated  musical 
standards  have  resulted,  because  of  the  unceasing  efforts  of  the 
pupils,  the  co-operation  of  you  and  Mr.  Webber,  the  teachers, 
the  School  Board  and  the  kind  support  of  the  townspeople.

Report  from  Household  Arts  Department 

The  work  of  the  Domestic  Science  Department  for  the  year 
1924-1925  is  confined  to  sewing  in  the  7th  and  8th  grades  and 
Dressmaking  and  Home  Nursing  in  the  High  School. 

Sewing  in  the  7th  grade  consists  of  elementary  work.  Each 
pupil  makes  a  duster,  a  sewing  case  and  her  cooking  cap  and 
apron  to  be  used  next  year. 

In  the  8th  grade,  the  pupils  are  making  their  cooking  caps  and 
aprons  also.  This  is  due  to  the  change  that  was  made  in  the 
program,  after  the  beginning  of  the  year.  They  will  also  make 
a  piece  of  underwear  and  a  simple  cotton  dress. 

The  Dressmaking  class  in  the  High  School  is  divided  according 
to  the  ability  and  experience  of  the  girls,  the  beginners  making 
underwear,  several  pieces,  blouse,  wool  skirt  and  several  simple 
dresses.  The  more  advanced  girls  make  underwear  also,  wool 
and  silk  dresses  and  men's  shirts  as  well  as  the  simpler  pieces. 
The  whole  class  also  prepares  illustrative  material  for  their  note 
books  and  to  be  used  at  the  exhibition. 

The  class  in  Home  Nursing  is  at  preseut  studying  Physiology. 
They  will  complete  this  text  book,  the  Red  Cross  Handbook, 
and  take  some  work  in  invalid  cooking. 

No  lunches  are  served  this  year  because  of  the  double  session. 
A  balance  of  $138.59  still  remains  in  the  bank,  to  the  credit  of 
the  Department.

Report  of  Manual  Training 

Mr.  Jesse   W.  Lambert,  Suftt.  of  Schools,  Saugus,  Mass: 

In  accordance  with  the  usual  custom  I  herewith  submit  to  you 
my  annual  report  as  Instructor  of  Manual  Training  for  the  year 
just  passed. 
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This  department  of  our  school  opened  in  conjunction  with  the 
other  school  with  an  enrollment  of  286  pupils  from  the  Junior 
High,  forming  17  classes,  of  70  minute  periods. 

The  work  done  this  year  is  similar  to  the  work  done  in  previous 
years.  New  things  are  always  brought  into  the  class  room  to 
stimulate  interest. 

Numbers  of  outside  jobs  have  been  done.  Six  sand  tables  for 
the  various  rooms,  and  many  smaller  jobs.  We  are  always  glad 
to  do  outside  work  for  the  different  schools. 

The  spirit  of  the  school  is  excellent  nearly  all  of  the  pupils  are 
trying  to  attain  a  higher  standard  of  efficiency.  As  we  are  trying  to 
attain  these  high  qualities  in  workmanship  we  feel  that  we  are 
building  into  the  boys  life  something  of  more  importance  than 
building  a  table  or  a  taboret. 

The  exhibition  which  was  held  in  June  was  well  attended  by 
parents  and  friends  and  as  usual  the  work  done  in  this  depart- 
ment came  in  for  its  share  of  praise,  which  was  pleasing  to  both 
instructor  and  pupils.

Report  of  Supervisor  of  Music 

Superintendent  jf.    W.  Lambert: 

I  herewith  submit  my  fifth  annual  report  as  Supervisor  oi 
Music  in  the  schools  of  Saugus. 

This  year  the  music  course  has  been  divided  into  four  parts  as 
follows  : 

1  st.       Vocal  work  of  the  class  room. 

2nd  Appreciation  of  music  which  is  correlated  with  the  first 
mentioned  division. 

3rd.       Instrumental  class  work. 

4th.  Orchestral  work  which  depends  upon  the  third  men- 
tioned division. 

For  the  past  four  years  we  have  been  working  toward  the 
larger  field  of  music.  The  old  idea  of  merely  singing  in  the 
music  period  has  passed  away.  The  child  must  be  taught  to  see 
that  music  is  related  to  all  his  other  school  work.  With  the  vic- 
trola  and  radio  in  nearly  every  home,  the  child  must  learn  to 
discriminate  between  the  good  and  the  bad  music  offered  him. 
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In  the  vocal  work  carried  on  in  the  class  room  the  child  learns 
to  read  music  as  a  story  book.  After  note  reading  comes  the  dis- 
tinguishing between  correct  and  incorrect  pitch,  pure  and  harsh 
tone.  In  music  construction  he  learns  key  signatures,  common 
and  compound  time  and  tonal  effects  of  major  and  minor  keys. 
Under  dynamics  the  ordinary  marks  of  expression  are  taught. 

This  year's  work  has  been  arranged  to  follow  a  monthly  out- 
line in  Appreciation  of  Music.  October  was  planned  to  work 
toward  the  Hallowe'en  holiday.  Chromatic  tone  dictation  was 
given  in  the  high  grades,  with  class  songs  introducing  chromatic 
tones  and  minor  intervals.  In  the  low  grades  rote  songs  in  the 
minor  were  taught.  The  children  learned  from  experience  that 
the  minor  mode  is  used  by  composers  to  express  sadness,  weird- 
ness  and  mysteriousness.  For  a  victrola  lesson  the  "Dance 
Macabre"  by  Saint  Saens  was  used. 

November  brought  the  study  of  Pilgrim  and  Indian  Music  for 
a  Thanksgiving  Project.  Easy  selections  by  Handel  and  Hayden 
were  learned,  also  some  of  the  standard  hymns.  Indian  lullabies 
were  taught  in  the  low  grades,  with  rhythm  work  introducing 
the  drum  and  reed  used  by  the  Red  Skin.  For  victrola  illustra- 
tions "Pilgrim  Hymns"  and  "Songs  of  Hiawatha's  Childhood" 
were  used. 

December  brought  the  Christmas  carols  and  Santa  Claus  rote 
songs.  The  victrola  was  used  to  demonstrate  appropriate  music. 
Assemblies  were  also  held  throughout  the  town  for  carol  singing. 
The  grade  school  orchestra  made  its  first  appearance,  being  used 
to  accompany  the  choruses. 

Each  month  of  this  school  year  is  to  have  an  outstanding 
feature  as  shown  above.  The  supervisor  has  asked  that  one 
English  lesson  a  month  be  given  to  a  short  story  on  the  music 
taught  during  the  four  weeks.  This  lesson  is  supervised  by  the 
home  room  teacher  and  many  of  the  papers  have  been  exceedingly 
interesting. 

Along  with  this  work,  Mrs.  Kellogg,  art  supervisor,  has  cor- 
related her  lesson  plans  in  such  a  manner  that  the  children  find 
art  closely  allied  with  music.  The  black-board  illustrations  of 
each  month  have  been  a  source  of  great  pleasure  to  children  and 
teachers  alike.  Under  the  vocal  work  should  be  mentioned  the 
mixed  Glee  Club  of  the  Ballard  School.  This  is  a  selected 
chorus  working  extra  time  on  a  program  to  be  given  later  in  the 
year. 

The  instrumental  class  work  started  last  year  has  grown  in  size 
and    interest.     The    violin  seems    to    be  the  favorite  instrument 
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although  some  parents  have  become  interested  in  the  clarinet,  flute 
and  fife.  If  parents  can  be  made  to  realize  an  unusual  instru- 
ment means  a  greater  opportunity  for  their  child,  our  school 
work  along  this  line  would  increase  in  value.  The  town  is  filled 
with  children  who  play  viola  and  piano  fairly  well. 

There  is  no  one  interested  in  viola  or  'cello,  both  instruments 
needed  in  an  orchestra.  The  violin  class  this  year  numbers 
twelve.  They  are  progressing  rapidly  under  the  supervision  of 
Mr.  Russell  Peterson.  These  pupils  will  pass  on  to  advance 
work  next  year  and  will  also  feed  the  grade  school  orchestra. 
This  class  meets  once  a  week  after  an  hour's  instruction.  Great 
credit  should  be  given  the  Parent  Teachers'  Associations  of  the 
town  for  their  assistance  in  advancing  the  music  in  the  instru- 
mental line.  The  Armitage  Association  has  bought  an  upright 
piano  for  the  upper  floor  of  the  Armitage  School.  This  allows 
assemblies  on  both  floors,  as  there  is  no  room  large  enough  to 
accommodate  the  whole  school. 

The  Lincoln  Parent  Teachers  furnished  a  piano  and  victrola 
records  which  were  transferred  to  the  Emerson  School  at  the 
opening  of  the  fall  term. 

The  Felton  Parent  Teachers'  Association  has  been  the  most 
progressive  in  trying  out  a  system  used  in  the  larger  cities  and 
towns.  They  have  invested  in  a  thirty  dollar  flute  which  has 
been  rented  to  a  child  in  the  building.  This  child,  after  sufficient 
lessons,  enters  the  school  orchestra,  thus  introducing  into  the 
club  an  instrument  which  we  have  not  at  present.  One  parent 
of  this  organization  has  also  donated  a  fife  for  the  use  of  some 
pupil  in  the  building. 

The  pupils,  teachers  and  parents  of  the  Mansfield  School, 
raised  money  enough  in  the  fall  to  buy  a  Brunswick  machine  for 
school  purposes. 

The  grade  school  orchestra  has  now  a  membership  of  sixteen. 
The  children  playing  come  from  the  fourth,  fifth  and  sixth 
grades,  representing  the  Armitage,  Ballard,  Emerson,  Felton  and 
Mansfield  schools.  One  rehearsal  a  week  is  held.  The  spirit  of 
the  orchestra  is  splendid,  backed  by  good  will  of  parents  and 
teachers.  Orchestra  work  brings  out  the  best  in  a  child.  It 
requires  patience,  practice  and  concentration.  A  mistake  has  to 
be  corrected,  the  tempo  of  the  leader  kept,  whether  the  selection 
be  difficult  or  easy,  and  each  child  is  responsible  for  his  or  her 
part  of  the  work.  The  orchestra  consists  of  first  and  second 
violins,  xylophone,  piano  and  tympani. 

Through    the    courtesy    of  our    Superintendent,  the    orchestra 
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was  allowed  to  give  a  concert  in  each  building,  the  last  week  of 
the  fall  term.  Parents  showed  their  interest  by  helping  to  trans- 
port the  children  to  the  buildings  scheduled.  Some  new  instru- 
ments were  bought,  thus  improving  the  tone  of  the  organization. 
The  orchestra  is  kept  on  a  paying  basis  by  a  series  of  dues  and 
fines.  This  makes  it  possible  to  buy  whatever  music  is  necessary. 

The  strong  class  room  work  has  been  helped  by  the  individual 
teachers  taking  outside  work  along  musical  lines.  The  teaching 
force  numbers  many  interested  invoice,  piano,  stringed  and  wind 
instrument.  This  makes  the  children  more  enthusiastic  and 
interested. 

In  closing,  I  wish  to  thank  the  teachers,  committee,  and  you, 
Mr.  Lambert,  for  the  help  I  have  received  to  make  my  work  a 
success.

Report  of  Supervisor  of  Penmanship

I  herewith  submit  my  fourth  annual  report  as  Supervisor  of 
Penmanship  in  the  public  schools  of  Saugus. 

The  visits  to  the  schools  are. made  every  other  week,  one  week 
being  spent  in  the  Elementary  Grades  ;  the  other  divided  between 
the  Junior  High  School  and  districts. 

Penmanship  in  the  Junior  High  School  is  being  carried  on  as 
in  the  year  previous.  Each  teacher  teaches  the  subjects  under  the 
direction  of  the  supervisor,  thereby  giving  attention  to  the  writing 
in  all  subjects  taught. 

Under  the  faithful  guidance  of  their  teachers,  the  Junior  High 
School  pupils  accomplished  much  besides  doing  advanced  work 
in  commercial  penmanship,  victrola  work  was  introduced  to 
develop  rhythm,  lightness  of  lines,  and  speed.  Almost  every 
letter  in  the  alphabet  could  be  made  rapidly  and  well  to  the  music. 
Attention  was  given  to  blackboard  writing,  and  many  awards 
were  won  from  the  A.  N.  Palmer  Company,  by  pupils  of  both 
7th  and  8th  grades. 

The  9th  grade  commercial  classes,  this  year,  are  beginning  to 
show  the  progress  made  in  the  last  four  years  of  training  in  pen- 
manship. Almost  all  in  those  classes  have  been  awarded  the 
improvement  Certificate  by  the  A.  N.  Palmer  Company  ;  a  great 
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many,  the  Final  Certificate,  and  15  have  received  the  Professional 
Certificate,  the  highest  awards  given  in  penmanship.  These 
three  certificates  are  given  out  to  pupils  whose  writing  is  up  to 
a  standard  satisfactory  for  Business  College  and  office  work  and 
are  quite  necessary  to  the  commercial  world. 

Over  500  penmanship  papers  were  shown  at  the  June  exhibi- 
tion held  in  the  High  School  Auditorium. 

The  grades  continue  to  keep  up  to  the  standard  gained  the 
previous  year.  It  might  be  interestingto  note  here  that  a  report 
was  given  out  by  the  A.  N.  Palmer  Comapny  to  the  effect  that 
Saugus  won  the  greatest  number  of  awards  last  year  of  any  town 
of  its  size  in  the  country. 

This  year's  report  is  as  follows : 
291     Palmer  Method  Buttons. 
90     Progress  Pins. 
71      Improvement  Certificates. 

The  last  year,  the  4th  grades  sent  in  examinations  for  the  button 
which  the  5th  and  6th  grades  have  been  working  for  the  past 
two  years  and  65  were  rewarded. 

Miss  Kathryn  B.  Murphy,  New  England  representative  for  the 
A.  M.  Palmer  Company  visited  the  Saugus  Schools  this  past  year. 
She  visited  several  6th  grade  penmanship  classes  and  all  Junior 
High  School  classes.  She  also  conducted  a  model  lesson  for  the 
teachers.  Her  report  of  her  visit  may  be  summed  up  in  the 
words  which  she  expressed  to  the  Saugus  Herald.  "I  am  par- 
ticularly pleased  with  the  work  being  done  in  penmanship  in 
Saugus  Schools.  I  know  of  no  schools  among  those  that  I  have 
visited  whose  work  ranks  higher." 

Last  September,  a  complete  outline  for  the  year's  work  was 
given  to  each  teacher  in  the  first  eight  grades.  This  outline  was 
written  by  the  supervisor  and  consists  of  a  complete  lesson  with 
the  necessary  instructions  and  illustrations  for  each  of  the  40  weeks 
of  the  school  year.  . 

The  Civic  League  again  kindly  helped  by  giving  money  to  pay 
for  certificates  earned  by  pupils  who  could  not  afford  to  buy  them. 

In  crosing,  let  me  thank  the  teachers  for  their  continued  loyalty, 
the  School  Committee,  and  you  Mr.  Lambert,  for  the  cheerful 
spirit  of  helpfulness  shown  at  all  times.

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Report  of  Drawing  Supervisor 

Mr.  Jesse    W.  Lambert,  Superintendent  of  Schools, 
Saugus,  Mass. 

Dear  Sir, — Herewith  I  submit  my  second  annual  report  as 
Supervisor  of  Drawing  in  the  primary,  grammar  and  the  Junior 
High  schools. 

I  do  not  deem  it  necessary  to  again  bring  forward  the  aims  as 
expressed  in  my  last  report,  but  would  add  that  these  aims  are 
still  in  effect  for  the  year  1925. 

As  Mechanical  Drawing  was  a  new  subject  last  year,  both 
seventh  and  eighth  grades  started  with  the  same  elementary 
course ;  this  year  it  has  been  necessary  to  give  an  advanced 
course  to  those  who  have  previously  taken  this  subject. 

Because  Freehand  Drawing  is  not  taught  in  the  Junior  High 
school  it  is  necessary  to  fit  in  advanced  work  in  grades  five  and 
six;  this  work  being  so  arranged,  that  if  Freehand  Drawing  is 
taken  in  the  Senior  High  school,  it  will  continue  without  break 
or  repetition  of  subject  matter. 

A  constant  correlation  of  all  subjects  of  the  school  curriculum 
is  constantly  sought. 

A  direct  connection  between  the  courses  of  Music  and  Draw- 
ing has  been  realized  thru  the  hearty  co-operation  of  Miss  Cram. 
The  songs  have  been  illustrated  in  a  pictographic  manner, — thus 
establishing  the  habit  of  using  drawing  as  a  means  of  narrative 
expression. 

Measuring  and  the  training  for  accuracy  as  a  preparation  for 
our  Junior  High  school  drawing  courses  is  accomplished  thru 
"Trybom"  construction  problems. 

At  the  State  Convention  of  Art  Supervisors  of  Massachusetts, 
held  in  December,  a  direct  appeal  was  made  for  enconraging  and 
developing  the  aesthetic  sense  within  the  pupils  of  the  public 
schools.  In  common  place  things  we  may  find  that  which  is 
beautiful  and  worthwhile  so  frequently  it  becomes  a  habit  to 
take  our  surroundings  for  granted,  but  if  we  look  for  the  beauti- 
ful we  usually  find  it. 

By  bringing  such  drawing  lessons  before  the  children  which 
point  out  these  factors,  we  may  demonstrate  that  world-wide 
axiom,  "Art  is  caught  and  not  taught." 

Not  only  do  we  try  to  plan  the  drawing  for  each  grade  but  for 
each  school  separately,  and  also  endeavor  to  reach  the  individual 
pupil  thru  the  majority  or  group  masses.

Report  of  the  Saugus  Dental  Clinic  Association. 

The  Saugus  Dental  Clinic  was  established  in  the  fall  of  192 1 
and  has  now  a  permanent  place  in  the  schools  we  hope. 

On  Tuesday  and  Thursday  mornings,  assisted  by  the  school 
nurse,  I  treat  the  pupils  of  the  various  schools  at  the  clinic 
room  in  the  Cliftondale  School. 

We  charge  the  small  fee  of  ten  cents  for  each  treatment  given. 
These  treatments  include  extractions,  fillings  and  prophylactic 
treatments. 

The  clinic  tries  to  take  care  of  the  children  in  our  schools  who 
are  in  need  of  treatment  and  could  not  get  it  in  any  other  way. 

The  clinic  has  so  far  been  financed  by  the  Junior  Red  Cross 
Membership  Fund  and  help  from  the  Red  Cross  Chapter  of 
greater  Lynn.  Some  funds  come  from  the  tuberculosis  seals  that 
are  sold  at  Christmas  time  and  private  donations. 

The  services  of  the  school  nurse  for  two  mornings  each  week 
are  given  by  kindness  of  the  school  committee.  This  is  the  only 
assistance  that  the  town  has  furnished  up  to  this  time. 

At  the  beginning  of  each  school  year  I  examined  every  pupil 
in  the  grades  and  with  the  assistance  of  the  school  nurse  distribute 
slips  to  be  signed  by  the  parents,  giving  their  consent  to  have 
their  child  treated  in  the  clinic.  These  slips  are  carefully  gone 
over  and  later  an  appointment  slip  is  given. 

Report  of  the  work  done  at  the  clinic  from  January,  1924,  to 
January,  1925,  is  submitted  as  follows:

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Report  of  School  Nurse 
To  Mr.  Jesse  W.  Lambert,  Superintendent  of  Schools : 

I  have  the  honor  of  presenting  to  you  my  third  annual  report 
as  school  nurse  for  the  year  ending  December  31,  1924. 

Number  of  visits  to  schools,  463  ;  home  tails,  427  ;  exclusions 
for  pediculosis,  374  ;  all  pediculosis  cases  followed  up,  all  cases 
returned.  Exclusions  for  whooping  cough,  12;  uncleanliness, 
12;  boils,  1  ;  impetigo,  31  ;  measles,  4;  chicken  pox,  19;  sore 
throat,  10;  colds,  34  ;  mumps,  17;  chicken  pox  in  family,  2; 
bruise  on  face,  1  ;  eczema,  1  ;  diphtheria  in  family,  4  ;  mother 
sick,  2  ;  nose  bleed,  1  ;  stiff  neck,  1  ;  no  shoes,  5  ;  convulsions,  i  ; 
scalp  wound,  2  ;  croup,  2  ;  scarlet  fever,  7  ;  burns,  2  ;  toothache, 
2  ;  laceration  on  leg,  1  ;  truancy,  8 ;  poison  ivy,  4 ;  swollen 
glands,  5  ;  sore  nose,  1  ;  septic  foot,  1  ;  chorea,  1  ;  defective 
vision,  3  ;  vaccination  certificate,  2  ;  mentally  deficient,  3  ;  scabies, 
2  ;  defective  teeth,  it  ;  ring  worm,  1  ;  home  to  help  mother,  2  ; 
headache,  3  ;  rash,  5  ;  splinter  under  nail,  1  ;  conjunctivitis,  1  ; 
sore  eyes,  1  ;  septic  hand,  1. 

To  start  the  new  physical  record  cards  in  May,  each  child  was 
given  a  physical  examination  in  May  and  June,  which  means 
that  during  the  school  year  each  child  was  examined  twice  by  the 
school  physicians.  The  children  who  had  any  physical  defects 
were  re-examined  in  September  and  October,  also  all  the  first 
grade  pupils  and  children  who  did  not  have  a  physical  record  card. 

November  14,  1924,  Dr.  Jones  of  the  State  Board  of  Health, 
gave  the  Schick  test  to  all  those  pupils  desiring  it.  The  total 
number  of  pupils  Schicked  was  227.  It  is  interesting  to  note 
that  thus  far  not  one  of  the  pupils  Schicked  has  contracted 
diphtheria. 

Even  though  a  number  of  children  have  been  excluded  from 
school  for  pediculosis,  the  disease  is  not  so  prevalent,  and  in 
practically  all  cases  the  conditions  are  improved. 

On  Tuesday  and  Thursday  mornings  I  assist  Dr,  Beckman  at 
the  Dental  Clinic.  During  the  Tuesdays  and  Thursdays  of  Sep- 
tember and  October  I  assisted  Dr.  Beckman  at  the  different 
schools  in  the  examination  of  the  children's  teeth. 

The  number  of  children  treated  at  the  Dental  Clinic  will  be 
found  in  the  Dental  Clinic  report. 

In  closing,  1  wish  to  express  my  appreciation  to  you,  Mr.  Lam- 
bert, the  School  Committee,  the  School  Physicians  and  the  teach- 
ers for  the  kind  co-operation  given  me  in  my  work.

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Report  from  Drawing  Department.     High  School 

Why  teach  Art?  Not  only  is  it  necessary  for  every  Art  teacher 
to  ask  that  question,  but  to  be  able  to  answer  it,  first,  to  her  own 
satisfaction,  and  secondly,  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  skeptical  and 
uninformed  masses  who  have  been  taught  to  look  upon  Art  as  a 
fad  or  frill,  rather  than  an  integral  part  of  the  general  education 
scheme. 

We  all  believe  that  the  function  of  Art  teaching  is  to  raise  the 
standard  of  living,  to  make  life's  purpose  clearer,  and  to  unify 
our  social  relation.  Art  then  is  a  socializing  factor,  a  great  need 
in  daily  life.  Art  when  combined  with  life's  environment 
becomes  a  growing  human  benefit. 

Consider  the  visual  impressions  received  by  the  average  indi- 
vidual in  the  course  of  a  day,  impressions  which  are  conveyed  to 
the  brain  and  registered  for  future  reference.  Unless  we  be  blind 
or  mentally  deficient,  we  constantly  use  our  eyes  for  observing 
and  instinctively  judging,  assimilating,  comparing,  measuring, 
enjoying,  rejecting  and  recording  impressions.  If  we  ask  what 
basis  we  have  for  comparison  and  judgments  which  take  place  in 
the  alert  mind  ;  what  study  develops  and  trains  the  observation 
to  enable  it  to  distinguish  clearly  between  good  and  bad  ;  the 
answer  is  undoubtedly  Art  education. 

The  function  of  all  education  is  to  prepare  for  a  life  of  useful- 
ness and  service.  Preparation  for  life  must  consist  of  cultural  as 
well  as  practical  training.  It  must  prepare  for  some  higher  and 
nobler  ideal,  rather  than  the  sordid  goal  of  financial  success. 

Because  you  are  unable  to  appreciate  and  enjoy  some  of  the 
finer  things  of  life  yourself,  are  you  going  to  withhold  that  oppor- 
tunity and  privilege  from  your  child? 

Your  clothes,  your  car,  your  house,  your  books,  everything  you 
possess,  even  your  money  has  some  Art  quality. 

You  are  a  business  man  and  have  no  time  for  Art.  Have  you 
ever  stopped  to  consider  what  would  happen  to  your  business  if 
all  Art  were  suddenly  to  be  eliminated? 

Drawing  is  a  universal  language  and  should  be  understood  by 
all.  It  is  the  fundamental  process  in  all  creative  industries. 
The  large  majority  of  people  become  workers  with  their  hands, 
hence  drawing,  which  gives  knowledge  of  design,  proportion,  and 
construction  in  handwork^should  be  understood  by  the  people. 
It  gives^skill?in  expressing  ideas.  It  develops  taste  and  good 
judgmentjwhich  cannot  be  purchased.  It  trains  in  understanding, 
in  respecting  the  appropriate,  essential  and  utilitarian  purpose  of 
objects. 
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In  the  High  School  we  have  two  large  groups,  the  Freehand 
drawing  for  girls,  and  the  Mechanical  drawing  for  the  boys. 
Under  the  Freehand  course  we  have  various  other  courses. 
Those  who  wish  to  specialize  in  the  Arts  and  Crafts  are  allowed 
to  make  baskets,  lamps,  trays  and  many  useful  articles  out  of  reed 
and  raffia.  Then  they  learn  how  to  tool  and  cut  leather.  The 
Poster  classes  specialize  in  color,  forms,  and  printing,  and  the 
elements  of  good  advertising.  Those  who  wish  to  stencil  run- 
ners, curtains,  pillows,  etc.,  are  the  more  advanced  design 
pupils.  Then  there  are  several  who  do  sketching  in  pen  and 
ink,  pencil  and  charcoal  drawing.  The  courses  are  varied,  so 
that  many  phases  of  Art  can  be  taught  and  various  mediums 
used. 

At  the  present  time  the  drawing  room  is  very  much  crowded 
because  of  a  lack  of  supply  room,  especially  with  the  reed  work. 
We  need  cabinets  and  drawers  to  keep  the  work  in,  instead  of 
having  it  about  on  window  sills  and  on  the  floor.  Not  only 
would  this  help  keep  the  room  more  orderly,  but  would  facilitate 
the  great  han  licap  of  pupils  losing  their  work,  and  having  it 
appropriated  by  others.

Report  of  Physical  Supervisor 

Mr.  J.    W.  Lambert,  Superintendent  of  Schools, 
Saugus,  Mass. : 
Dear  Mr.  Lambert, — Herein  I  submit  my  annual  report  as 
supervisor  of  physical  education  of  the  town   of  Saugus  for  the 
year  1924. 

Since  this  is  the  first  report  of  a  physical  supervisor  in  the  town 
of  Saugus  I  will  attempt  to  make  clear  the  aim  and  policy  of 
physical  education  in  connection  with  the  school  system. 

Physical  Education  has  been  swept  into  the  class  of  social  and 
educational  movements  that  are  creating  a  new  understanding  of 
its  value,  and  are  placing  it  properly  in  the  organization  of  the 
curriculum.  The  principal  aim  of  physical  education  is  to  corel- 
late  physical  and  mental  efficiency  during  the  daily  school 
session.  Therefore,  periods  of  vigorous  muscular  activity  should 
alternate  with  periods  of  vigorous  mental  activity.  The  old  idea 
of  exercise  for  exercise's  sake  has  long  been  discarded  and  now 
the  aim  of  directors  in  the  schools  is  to  keep  the  physical  condi- 
tion of  the  child  in  such  an  efficient  state  that  strong  mental  effort 
can  be  continued  for  a  length  of  time  without  becoming  a  detri 
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ment  to  physical  growth  and  wellbeing.  In  other  words  good 
body  mechanism  is  the  principal  step  in  mental  efficiency. 

It  was  correctly  stated  that  previously  the  physical  education 
program  in  Saugus  was  inadequate  ;  because  of  the  fact  that  the 
pupils  of  the  Junior  High  School  and  a  very  few  from  the  Senior 
High  School  (those  engaged  in  athletics)  were  the  only  ones  to 
gain  any  benefits,  no  systematic  work  being  carried  on  below  the 
seventh  grade. 

The  time  when  systematic  physical  training  should  begin  in  the 
public  schools  is  in  the  primary  grades  and  continue  progres- 
sively. This  statement  will,  I  believe,  stand  on  its  merits  with- 
out further  argument,  but  it  is  after  accepting  it  that  we  face  the 
problem  of  the  most  economical  and  efficient  means  of  putting 
the  physical  education  of  the  child  on  a  systematic  basis.  It  was 
with  this  in  view  that  the  following  program  was  submitted  by 
me  and  approved  by  the  School  Department  in  May,  1924  : 

PROGRAM 

1.  That  a  physical  director  be  elected  to  supervise  all  athletics 
and  physical  training  in  the  public  schools. 

2.  Physical  director  to  coach  athletic  teams  of  the  High 
School. 

3.  Director  to  instruct  teachers  of  Junior  High  School  and 
lower  grades  in  physical  education  and  teachers  to  conduct  their 
classes  daily  in  an  exercise  period  of  from  ten  to  twenty  minutes. 

4.  Weekly  visit  to  each  class  by  physical  director  to  judge 
progress. 

5.  Measurement  and  weight  records  of  each  pupil  to  be  kept 
to  show  development  during  year. 

6.  All  persons  competing  for  athletic  teams  to  be  subjected  to 
medical  examination  determining  fitness  to  take  part  in  contests. 

RESULT  OF  PROGRAM  TO  DATE 

Grades  1  and  2  : 

Work  consists  largely  of  games  based  on  knowledge  of  fables, 
nursery  rhymes,  etc.,  and  few  exercises  teaching  correct  posture, 
sitting,  standing  and  walking. 
Grades  3,  4,  5,  6: 

Marching  tactics,  corrective    and    development   exercises  and 
recreational  exercises. 
Grades  7,  8  (Junior  High  School)  : 

Corrective  and  development  exercises,  training  for  leadership. 
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Grades  9,  10,  11,  12,  (Senior  High  School)  : 

Corrective  and  development  exercises,  given  under  the  direction 
of  leaders  chosen  from  the  student  body,  and  drilled  by  the 
physical  director.  These  leaders  meet  with  physical  director 
weekly  to  discuss  results  and  any  special  cases  coming  to  notice. 

Weight  and  measurement  of  pupils  have  been  taken  in  the  grade 
schools  with  the  results  that  a  large  percentage  of  children  were 
found  underdeveloped  and  their  condition  brought  to  the  special 
attention  of  the  School  Nurse.  Now  milk  is  being  used  in  the 
various  schools  largely  for  the  benefit  of  underdeveloped  children, 
altho'  it  is  being  consumed  equally  by  all.  Weights  and  measure- 
ments will  again  be  taken  determining  progress  made. 

While  this  system  has  been  in  operation  but  five  months  the 
time  has  been  too  short  to  judge  of  ultimate  results  ;  but  improve- 
ment is  being  noticed  throughout  the  school  system. 

In  closing,  I  wish  to  express  my  appreciation  of  the  co-operation 
received  from  you  Mr.  Lambert,  from  the  School  Department, 
School  Nurse,  members  of  the  Citizens  Athletic  Alliance,  pupils 
and  particularly  the  teachers  who  are  loyally  supporting  this 
program. 

RECOMMENDATIONS 

1.  That  from  10 to  15  minutes  daily  be  allowed  in  the  schools 
for  physical  education  in  addition  to  the  time  now  given. 

2.  That  appropriation  be  made  for  equipment  suitable  for  use 
in  grade  schools  such  as  :  basket  ball  courts,  quoits,  indoor  base 
balls,  volley  balls,  bean  bags,  etc. 

3.  That  a  female  teacher  be  elected  to  assume  direction  of 
physical  instruction  of  the  girls.
